Presidential Press Secretary Eon Nes- 
sen said Ford will open the 5 p.m. PST 
news conference with a statement detail­ 
ing his recommendations to reorganise 
the nation’s intelligence operations. He 
will then answ er questions from 
reporters. 
The 
P re sid e n t has sum m oned 
Republican and Democratic congres­ 
sional leaders to the White House two 
* 
hours before the news conference to 
S 
brief them on his proposals, Nessen said. 
Ford’s reform package will be official­ 
ly submitted to Congress at noon 
Wednesday. 
, 
The President reached his final deci­ 
sions on the reorganization at a meeting 
Monday with 18 intelligence, military, 
legal and diplomatic advisers. 
Sources said the reform package aims 
at bringing the CIA and other in­ 
telligence operations under stronger gov­ 
ernment control, with more direct lines 
of authority and at less cost. 
Many of his recommendations will be 
in the form of executive orders, which do 
not require congressional approval. 
But he also will be making some 
legislative recommendations which will 
be considered along with those which the 
House and Senate intelligence commit­ 
tees are expected to produce. 
Ford urged

Russ on Jews 


BRUSSELS. Belgium (UPI) - Sen. 
Frank Church. D-Idaho. opened the 
World Conference on Soviet Jews today 
by urging President Ford to pressure the 
Soviet government to give better treat­ 
ment to its Jews. 
"I believe that President Ford and 
Secretary of State (Henry A.) Kissinger 
could, if they wished, more affirmative­ 
ly manifest to the Soviet government the 
concern of the American people for more 
humane treatment of Soviet Jew s,” 
Church said. 
“ Authoritarian governments like the 
Soviet Union are not wholly insensitive 
to world opinion." 
Church, leader of a five-man American 
Congressional delegation to the three- 
day meeting, suggested that Ford and 
Kissinger were ignoring American prin­ 
ciples in their relations with Moscow. 
“To shrink from these affirmations, to 
hesitate, to fear to offend, is to deny the 
most precious part of our common 
heritage," he said. 
Church recalled that the United States 
broke a trade treaty with Czarist Russia 
in 1911 because it refused entry visas to 
American Jews. 
“Would that we had today a President 
and a secretary of state equally sensitive 
to the most important end which our con­ 
stitutional government was intended to 
secu re ." said Church, a potential 
Democratic party candidate for Presi­ 
dent “for it is when we uphold our own 
principles that the United States is most 
effective as world leader.” 
Church said the Soviet practice of put­ 
ting dissidents in mental hospitals was 
an “abomination." He called Israel “an 
oasis of freedom in the midst of a desert 
of authoritarian governments.’’ 
Church held a brief meeting earlier to­ 
day with former Israeli Premier Golda 
Meir. who will close the conference at a 
rally Thursday evening.

The FBI today launched an investiga­ 
tion into the stabbing death of an inmate 
who was found alive but dying in a 
cellblock hallway at the Federal Correc­ 
tional Institution. 
William Allen Lewis. 24, was admitted 
to Vandenberg Air Force Base Hospital 
at 2 p.m. yesterday. Air Force doctor. 
Maj. John D. Klarich pronounced the 
man dead 20 minutes later. Authorities 
said the man had multiple stab wounds. 
Dr. Sheldon Gee was scheduled to per­ 
form an autopsy today to determine the 
exact cause o( death. Funeral services 
were pending today. 
FCI official Jerry Martin reportedly 
found Lewis on an outside, third floor 
landing of cellblock D at 1:25 p.m. Acting 
Warden Eugene Cage said the federal 
prison was on a holiday schedule, but 
declined to elaborate further. 
It was learned, however that Lewis 
had stab wounds on his back. neck, both 


upper arms and forearms and that he 
had a laceration on his right eyebrow and 
eyelid. 
Lewis was serving a term of 17 years 
for bank robbery and escape and had 
arrived at the FCI on June 3, 1974. With 
time off for good behavior he could have 
been released on Feb. 12, 1982. 
Lewis was born in Meridian. Mississip­ 
pi. but hailed from Cleveland. Ohio at the 
time of his conviction. 
FBI agents were brought into the case 
yesterday and were deep into the in­ 
vestigation today. This morning they 
declined to say whether there were any 
suspects, or whether a weapon had been 
recovered. 
Neither the warden's office nor the 
FBI would say whether the slaying stem- 
#med from a fight between Lewis and 
another inmate or whether it was a gang 
attack involving more than one as­ 
sailant.

Rumsfeld says Russia is 
ahead of U.S. on weapons 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
- Defense 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld told Presi­ 
dent Ford and a group of Republican 
congressional leaders today the Soviet 
Union is ahead of the United States in 
developing all m ajor conventional 
military weapons. 
Following a White House briefing on 
the defense budget by Rumsfeld. Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott quoted 
the defense chief as saying Soviet 
military construction programs “are 
ahead 
in every categ ory excep t 
helicopters." 
Scott 
paraphrased 
Rumsfeld 
as 
saying: “The Soviet Union is seeking 
something more than a rough equivalent. 
They are seeking superiority." 


Rep. John B. Anderson. R-Ill.. told 
reporters the 8112.7 billion defense 
budget for fiscal 1977 billion represents a 
5 per cent increase in real defense 
spending. 


He said defense spending today takes 
up only 24 per cent of the federal budget 
and called it the “lowest level since 
before Pearl Harbor.” 
Anderson said the increases are neces­ 
sary “ if the United States is to maintain 
its present level of sufficiency and 
equivalency" with the Soviet Union. 
On another subject. Sen. Robert Grif­ 
fin. R-Mich.. the No. 2 ranking Senate 
Republican, told reporters “we feel 
there is a good chance the veto” of the 
$6.2 billion public works jobs bill “will be 
sustained in the Senate, if not in the 
House." 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Patricia 
Hearst testified today that her kidnapers 
were furious because her father put up 
“only $2 million’’ for a free food 
giveaway and told her "he was just play­ 
ing with my life." 
The pale, gaunt newspaper heiress 
resumed her day-by-day description of 
life as a captive of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army for the jury of seven 
women and five men at her bank robbery 
trial. 
“They got really mad because my 
father gave only $2 million,” she said. 
“They said it was totally wrong and he 
was just playing with my life. It didn’t 
matter to him what happened to me.” 
She said SLA chieftain Donald 
“Cinque" DeFreeze said the $2 million 
was “ridiculous" and that her father, 
publisher Randolph Hearst, would write 
it off as a tax deduction. 
Then the defense played the third tape 
recording made by Miss Hearst and her 
kidnapers - a lengthy diatribe by 
DeFreeze accusing Hearst of giving 
“crumbs to the people," outlining the 
Hearst Corp. assets, and demanding 
another $4 million in free food. 
Miss Hearst had only one line on the 
tape — an indication she was still alive: 
“Today is the 19th and yesterday the 
Shah of Iran had two people executed at 
dawn." 
The defendant sat in the witness stand 
with her eyes downcast as the tapes 
made during her captivity were played, 
although she looked a little concerned as 
Cinque spoke. She swallowed and wiped 
her nose with a handkerchief at times. 


United Press International 
France today became the first major 
Western nation to recognize the Soviet- 
backed Angolan People’s Republic. 
The French move, announced by a 
foreign ministry statement, appeared to 
foreshadow a similar move by other 
European Common market members. 
It came after Soviet-backed forces 
wiped out the last strongholds of pro- 
Western resistance in Angola, virtually 
assuring diplomatic recognition from 
several European countries 
A foreign ministry statement in Paris 
said France recognized the Marxist 
regime of President Agostinho Neto 
because it has extended its control over 
most of Angola. 
The foreign ministry communique 
said, "The French government, in con­ 
formity with its steady practice in the 
field of the recognition of states, con­ 
sidering that the Luapda government’s 


authority extends over the major part of 
the territory, recognizes the People’s 
Republic of Angola." 
Sweden Monday announced it was 
recognizing the Marxist Angolan regime 
and the British Foreign Office said it 
was considering a similar move in con­ 
junction with other members of the 
European Common market 
In The Hague, the Dutch foreifpi office 
announced today it will recognize the 
Marxist Angolan government “ very 
shortly." 
In Johannsburg, South African Defense 
Minister Piet Botha said his country 
would respond more sharply than in any 
previous encounters with Marxist forces 
from Angola if a new confrontation oc­ 
curs in South West Africa (Namibia), the 
Rand Daily Mail reported Tuesday. 
South African troops are still deployed

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
Judiciary Committee today defeated two 
national handgun registration proposals 
— one that would have required the 
states to enact their own plans within 
two years and another that would have 
created a national registration program. 
The committee action coincided with 
the release of a federal study which 
showed that in 45 per cent of street 
crimes involving guns, “ Saturday Night 
Specials” were used largely because 
they are cheap and easy to conceal. 
The committee killed, 16 to 11, an 
amendment that would have established 
a national handgun registration program 
within the Treasury D epartm ent’s 
Firearms Division. 
The panel, working on a bill to toughen 
existing handgun control laws, also 
defeated, 18 to 13, an amendment which 
would have required the states to enact 
their own gun registration laws by 1977. 
T he 
c o m m i t t e e 
l a s t 
week 
overwhelmingly defeated amendments 
which would have banned the manufac­ 
ture, sale, importation, or ownership of 
handguns. 
The federal gun registration amend­ 


ment was offered by Rep. Robert 
Drinan, D-Mass., and Don Edwards, D- 
Calif.. 
The proposal to require the states to 
enact their own plans — with the cost to 
be reimbursed by the federal govern­ 
ment — was offered by Rep. Robert Mc- 
Clory, R-Ill. 
McClory’s amendment would have es­ 
tablished strict federal guidelines for the 
states to follow in enacting their own gun 
registration plans. A federal plan would 
be imposed on those states not comply­ 
ing with the required guidelines. 
“This is aimed at the criminals in our 
society, and not at the law abiding 
citizens who own, or wish to buy a 
handgun,” McClory said. "This is the 
direction we should be moving." 
The study, by the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearm s traced 7,815 
handguns seized by police in 16 cities 
during intervals over 32 months. 
Bureau Director Rex D. Lee said the 
study also shows criminals bought more 
guns from pawn shops than they stole, 
and a large number of the guns used in 
northern cities came from states with 
lax controls over gun sales.

It 
has reached key people in many 
comers and these people will 
help to expand her influence 
starting March 4. 
That is the publication date 
on which new sp ap ers and 
magazines will start carrying 
reviews of her first book. "E x­ 
ploring P sy ch ic R e a lity ' 
(Crown 17 95) 
Mrs Yeterian has received a 
personal le tte r from book 
editor Digbv Diehl of the Los 
Angeles Times and one from 
reputable psychic Jacqueline 
Kastlund. praising her book. 
Upcoming is a full-page ad in 
the New York Times — a 
promotional tact rarely af­ 
forded to a new author by a 
publisher. 
Very soon she will be leaving 
on a three-week promotional 
tour of tv. radio and newspaper 
interviews on the West Coast. 
Following will be tours to the 
Fast Coast. Canada and. next 
fall, to Europe where her book 
is expected to do exceedingly 
well 
What all this means is that 
the word of Dixie Yeterian. in 
one way or another, soon will be 
reaching more people than ever 
before, enticing many of them 
seriously to consider extra sen­ 
sory perception as a legitim ate 
phenomenon. 
Mrs Yeterian believes that 
ESP is really a natural sense 
that anyone can develop. She 
says she is a natural psychic — 
born with highly developed psy­ 
chic powers — who specializes 
in clairvoyance 
She will tell you the future, in 
other words 
Being accused of doing the 
devil s work is a h azard , 
however, that comes with open­ 
ly displaying psychic abilities. 
Dixie has learned to live with it. 
and so has her family. 
"I say look at my track 
record I help other people like 
when a child is lost. They don’t 
know I work closely with the 
Lompoc clergy," she said. 
Recently she was ‘‘accosted’ 
by a woman in a grocery store 
when a local pastor cam e up 
and put his arm s around her 
and said. ‘‘How’s my favorite

The woman quipped, "I see 
you're worming your way into 
the church.” 
Yet. Mrs. Yeterian reports 
that people today have a far 
m o r e 
t o l e r a n t v i e w of 
telepathy, astral projection, 
perceiving auras and precogni­ 
tion. Books on these subjects 
have gained immensely in pop­ 
ularity. 
This is probably why 20,000 
copies of "Exploring Psychic 
Reality" have been pre sold to 
national book distributors. 
Mrs. Yeterian’s book, which 
took six months to write, is 
aimed "at the person who is 
just really getting into ESP" 
and comes out of her concern 
that there were few books 
around that give the reader "an 


understanding of all facets" of 
the subject. 
Does a natural psychic (as 
opposed to a trained psychic) 
understand ESP enough to 
write a book on the subject? 
“Natural psychics can have a 
lot of natural ability and not un­ 
derstand it. Most psychics are 
frightened of their ability,” ac­ 
cording Mrs. Yeterian. 
Her book is based on her own 
psychic experiences, 
inter­ 
views with parapsychologists 
and psychics and her readings 
on the subject. 
The psychic abilities of Mrs. 
Yeterian are available for 
public scrutiny Monday through 
Friday on KLOM radio. A con­ 
cerned wife calls to ask if her 
husband will get that job he ap­ 
plied for; a hopeful young lady 


wants to know when a certain 
person is going to ask her out. 
Most people who call on the 
program are serious, she 
remarked. Ten per cent call as 
a joke. For example, a caller 
will want to know where his lost 
watch can be found All along it 
is in his pocket and he knows it. 
Referring to the skeptics, she 
says, “ If they listen long 
enough they will have to admit 
there is validity to what I do 
because of my accuracy.” 
Each New Year’s Day Mrs. 
Yeterian airs her predictions 
for the coming year. Eighteen 
of her 20 predictions for 1975 
came true, she told the Record. 
They included that a U.S. ship 
would cause this country to 
become involved with Cam­ 
bodia again (the Mayaguez in­ 
cident) and that the U.S. would 
send advisers into Israel. 
You may be interested in her 
1976 predictions: Ronald 
Reagan and Birch Bayh will 
earn their party’s nomination 
and Bayh w ill be elected 
president; the U.S. will be 
sending troops to fight in 
Korea, leading to the ultimate 
re-uniting of that country; a 
plane will crash at the LA air­ 
port; damage will occur to the 
Alaskan pipeline by earthquake 
or sabotage; and a volcano will 
erupt in Northern California 
within 18 months 
There are 11 other predic­ 
tions and they will all be listed 
in a forthcoming story on Mrs. 
Yeterian in the National 
Inquirer. 
"Most national and inter­ 
national events I perceive by 
reading people who are going to 
be influenced by them,” she ex­ 
plained. 
Now that Dixie Yeterian is a 
published psychic, soon to 
receive national attention 
through book reviews, feature 
stories and tv interviews, does 
this mean she will be moving 
out of Lompoc? 
She answers, "No way. I 
won't leave for anything. My 
kids were bom here and go to 
school here.” 
Between the promotional 
tours Mrs. Yeterian and her 
secretary Sandra Johnson will 
continue working on her next 
two books, one on dreams and 
one on reincarnation. 
She will be doing her radio 
show " sp o ra d ically" for 
awhile, but she has no intention 
of dropping it. 
That prayer circle is going to 
have to pray harder than it 
naturally does. Super-naturally 
might be better.

1942 
Tony Nasato was acting com­ 
pany com m ander of the 
American 31st Infantry...then 
down to 23 survivors...when 
they were captured by enemy 
forces (Hi Trail 20, just above 
Cab Cabin, in April, 1942. 
Nasato, who was born in Ita­ 
ly, was a member of the 
A m erican regu lar arm y 
stationed in Manila in 1931. 
That was the year he met and 
married Mary Jackman, whose 
father, J. R. Jackman, had 
come to the Philippines in 1901 
as a member of the Michigan 
Volunteers during the Spanish- 
American War. 
After Tony's small group was 
captured, they were sent to a 
prison camp near Calumpit, 
north of Manila, and put to 
work to rebuild a bombed-out 
bridge. Japanese forces had 
taken Manila by then and the 
bridge was needed for the 
triumphal entry of General 
Homa’s army into the city. 
Mary, meanwhile, stayed at 
her father’s house in Manila. 
Jackman, now aged and almost 
blind, had been allowed to re­ 
main at home instead of being 
sent to the concentration camp 
at Santo Tomas. Mary recalls 
the Japanese officer passing his 
hand back and forth in front of 
the old man’s eyes. "He didn’t 
blink!” 


Ita prisoners at Calumpit 
were not allowed to com ­ 
municate with their families in 
any way, a situation which led 
Mary to arrange a series of 
dangerous secret meetings with 
Tony at the bridge site. A 
friendly storekeeper in Calum­ 
pit would signal Tony when 
Mary was in the area and they 
would manage to steal 10 
minutes or so together. 
The bridge was eventually 
completed. "Just like the one 
over the River Quai, it was a 
good bridge,” says Tony. A 
local Filipino band was as­ 
sembled for the occasion and 
Gen. Homa and his army 
paraded across...to the tune of

The House of Delegates ac­ 
cepted a revised proposal more 
limited than the initial plan sub­ 
mitted by a bar com m ittee 
after three hours of debate. 
The initial proposal, a re­ 
sponse to a law suit brought by 
Consumers Union in Virginia, 
would have allowed publication 
of standard fees in consumer 
directories. 
The substitute proposal would 
allow a lawyer to advertise only 
his initial consultation fee in a 
bar directory or the yellow 
pages of telephone books. 


ABA President Lawrence E. 
Walsh, who favored the broader 
proposal, urged the House to 
d efe r ac tio n b ec au se th e 
revised motion would not m eet 
•the challenges raised in the 
Consumers Union suit. 


The move to reconsider was 
voted down and the substitute 
approved on a voice vote. 


At M onday's session, the 
ABA decided against placing 
the organization’s stam p of 
approval on efforts to remove 
criminal sanctions for prostitu­ 
tion.

The first secretary of the Turkish Em bassy was gunned down 
from behind in what officials said looked like a “professionally 
planned" assassination. 


Angola-bound mercenaries turned back 


LONDON (UPI) — A group of Angola-bound m ercenaries who 
never reached the war zone returned to London today complaining 
that the m ercenary army was badly organized.

PALO ALTO, Calif. (UPI) — Telesensory Systems, Inc., has 
developed a hand-held calculator that talks. 
“This calculator will be of great benefit to blind persons because 
of its ease of operation, convenience and capability far superior to 
the abacus — the device normally used by the blind to make 
m athem atical calculations,” TSI President Jam es D. Bliss said 
Monday. 
Called the Speech Plus talking calculator, it speaks each entry as 
the key is depressed and then tells the answer. Its 24-word 
vocabulary is verbalized by only two m ajor integrated circuit 
chips — a speech control logic chip and a read-only-memory chip. 
The calculator was developed by using semi-conductor circuits 
instead of a tape to carry the voice, Dr. Bliss said.

JERUSALEM (UPI) - Isra­ 
eli security sources blame the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion for two weeks of riots in 
towns on the occupied West 
Bank of Jordan. 
“They are taking advantage 
of the opportunities to demon­ 
strate against the occupation.’’ 
one source said, adding the Jo r­ 
danian Communist party also 
was involved. 
High school students in the 
Christian-Arab town of Beth­ 
lehem Monday paraded through 
the streets and threw rocks at 
police and arm y troops 
There also were quiet demon­ 
strations in the nearby Chris­ 
tian villages of Beit Jallah and 
Beit Sahour, where students 
marched with signs supporting 
the PLO. 
In addition, disruptions were 
reported in Moslem districts of 
the West Bank, occupied by 
Israel in 1967. 
Israeli authorities have ap­ 
pealed to Arab leaders to help 
resto re calm , but secu rity 
sources said the PLO w as 
behind the disruptions and 
there was little chance they 


would stop. 
They said some of the West 
Bank leaders secretly support­ 
ed the PLO. 
The sources said the latest 
disturbances were the most 
widespread since those that 
marked the U N. appearance of 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat in 
1974. 
They said King Hussein’s re­ 
cent moves to strengthen Jor­ 
dan's claim on the West Bank 
on constitutional grounds were 
probably behind the troubles. 
A court ruling that would 
allow Jew s to pray near a 
Moslem shrine also was cited 
as a cause. 
At the K alandria refugee 
camp north of Jerusalem , a 
number of dem onstrators were 
injured Monday in clashes with 
security forces after throwing 
rocks at police and setting up 
roadblocks. Six persons were 
arrested. 
Students in the northern 
towns of Ram allah and El- 
Birah also tried to take to the 
streets, but security forces 
broke up the crowds and made a 
number of arrests. 


In Nablus, a center of active 
resistance since the Israeli oc­ 
cupation eight years ago, stu­ 
dents disrupted classes in five 
schools and threw rocks at 
police and soldiers from roof­ 
tops and windows. 


There also w ere disruptions 
in Jericho.

“ There are already indica­ 
tions that Daniel Schorr, the 
television correspondent who 
has adm itted to being a party in 
the transaction, will be cited 
for contem pt of C ongress," 
Taft said in a statem ent Mon­ 
day. 


Shooting spree 
hits Beirut U 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
A student gunman apparently 
nursing a grudge killed two 
faculty m em bers a t the Ameri­ 
can University of Beirut today 
and was him self shot when 
Palestinian guerrillas arrived 
to arrest him. One of the vic­ 
tims was an American. 


University officials identified 
the killer as Najem Najem, a 23- 
year-old Jordanian engineering 
student who was expelled last 
year from the university along 
with 103 other m ilitant students 
— most of them Palestinians — 
after a series of strikes and un­ 
rest at the university. 


He was refused re-entry and, 
apparently nursing a grudge, 
returned to the university today 
arm ed with a pistol and several 
hand grenades. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
general forgot his golf shoes 
and bag, but his aides sent them 
to him — at an estim ated cost 
to the taxpayer of $2,000, Sen.

Drug treatment seen key 
to controlling cancer 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A one- 
two-three punch with drugs just 
after breast surgery curbs later 
flare-ups of cancer, according 
to Italian researchers. 
They said all breast cancer 
patients in th eir study had 
positive lymph node invol­ 
vem ent, m aking them high 
risks for recurrence of cancer 
in the other breast or at a dis­ 
tant point in the body. 
Dr. Gianni Bonadonna and as­ 
sociates of Ita ly ’s Instituto 
Nazionale Tumori in Milan said 
they found the drug mix cut 
cancer recurrence from 24 to 
5.3 per cent. 
The investigation was sup­ 
ported by the American Nation­ 
al Cancer Institute. 
A report on the research, in 
the current New England Jour­ 
nal of Medicine, was accom- 


pamed by an editorial in which 
Dr. Jam es Holland, head of the 
Cancer Center at New York’s 
Mount Sinai Hospital, said, ’’ ... 
Bonadonna et al report a work 
of monumental im portance.’’ 
The drugs, given orally and 
intravenously, included cyclo­ 
phosphamide, 
m ethrotrexate 
and 5-fluorouracil — a mix 
called CMF. 
The CMF study started 27 
months ago. Some women 
received the medicine, others 
did not By noting cancer flare- 
ups in e a c h g r o u p , t he 
researchers said they could 
calculate effectiveness of the 
drug therapy. 
They found 24 per cent of 179 
without drug treatm ent came 
down with cancer again. But 
only 5.3 per cent of the 207 get­ 
ting CMF experienced more 
cancer.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF ADVERTISING 


If you’re a businessman or woman who depends on 
advertising in one form or another to bring in your 
custom ers, you might like to venture a guess as to how ad­ 
vertising has grown in the last hundred years. The then 
and “now” ends of the chart are both startling. In 1865, 
right at the close of the Civil W ar, the total amount of 
money American business was spending on all types of 
advertising was about $50,000,000. This year it is estim at 
ed the figure for all business advertising will reach $20 
billion, and experts project by 1980 advertising spending 
may reach $45 billion! Ju st the figures alone tell an 
amazing story. 


Why did this trem endous growth in advertising come 
about? No doubt it was mainly due to the great changes 
that took place in America during the past century. The 
U.S. was gradually transform ed from an agricultural 
country to an industrialized one. The advent of mass pro­ 
duction, brought about by new machines, a rapidly 
growing work force, and national brand products were 
great boons.

In his annual report, Doran 
said the society’s museum in 
Santa Ynez had been given title 
to the Adrulfo Lopez collection 
of vaquero artifacts by his 
daughter, Mrs. Juanita Grand. 
A document bestowing 
ownership to the museum was 
signed by Mrs. Grand and 
witnessed by Rachel Pace and 
Je ffre y 
Scotti, 
great­ 
grandchildren of the late Senor 
Lopez. 
Doran reported that a greens 
sale in March netted $385 and in 
April the first unit of the new 
building expansion was 
dedicated to Miss Jeannette 
Lyons, museum curator, in 
recognition of her many years 
service to the museum ; 
In May. the society par­ 
ticipated in the Derby Days 
West event sponsored by the 
Vikings of Solvang with the 


society realizing $1,925 from 
the two-day program. 
Another $1,500 aided the 
society’s treasury in October as 
a result of a fashion show- 
dinner staged entirely by 
women members. Later in Oc­ 
tober. Doran reported, an open 
house was held in the new 
Carriage House and a second 
additi(Mi to the museum. The 
structure is rapidly nearing 
completion and will house 
stages, wagons, rigs and other 
memorabilia belonging to the 
society and which 
have 
previously been stored in sheds 
and barns throughout the 
county 
Doran noted, too. that the 
society had been the recipient 
of some other additional 
monetary windfalls during the 
year. 
Obtained largely through the 
efforts Mary Davidge, the 
Santa Barbara Foundation 
donated $5,(X)0. In addition, 
Mrs Davidge also obtained a 
number of substantial contribu­ 
tions from personal friends who 
have wished to remain 
anonymous. 
Several other members and 
Valley residents also made 
donations of $100 or more and a 
gift of $3.000 was received from 
the Colman Foundation of 
Rockford, 111.

It’s not going to be easy for the Cabrillo 
Conqs to win the Northern League basketball 
championship.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Marvin Miller 
makes his first stop today in what 
amounts to a solidarity trip to blow the 
trumpets, show the fiag and rally the 
troops. 
His first stop is Los Angeles. 
Baseball players living on the West 
Coast have been invited there so they can 
meet with him and he can fill them in on 
what progress has been made toward 
reaching a new basic agreement with the 
owners. 
Little or no progress has been made, 
and Marvin Miller will tell the players 
that in Los Angeles today and in Chicago 
and Cincinnati later this week 
Without spelling it out, the owners 
have gotten the message across they feel 
no obligation whatsoever to open spring 
training before coming to some kind of 
agreement with the players What makes 
that all the more difficult this time is the 
recent Messersmith McNally decisions 
knocking out the reserve clause. 
Marvin Miller will tell the ballplayers 
that if spring training doesn’t get under 
way as originally scheduled March l.th e 
owners will be the ones to blame, not 
them He also is likelv to take some bows 


for his partin the Messersmith-McNally 
case. 
By prevailing in the titanic struggle 
over the reserve clause, the ball players 
may have achieved the same kind of 
Pyrrhic victory the King of Epirus did in 
defeating the Romans. The players made 
their one mighty breakthrough, finally 
obtaining what they always longed for, 
and now that they have it, they find they 
also have almost no bargaining position 
left any more. As long as the owners 
were invoking the reserve clause, the 
players felt they had a perfect right to 
ask for concessions. They frequently got 
them. too. The owners now feel the 
players have the upper hand. They don’t 
feel constrained to make any more con­ 
cessions or to rush into the opening of 
spring training. 
So you have this deadlock and you ask 
what happens now? 
My guess is what happens now is the 
same thing that has happened ever since 
the world began and the same thing 
that’s guaranteed to happen for as long 
as it survives.

Yes, 
the reserve clause does concern them 
and so do their pensions, but what con­ 
cerns each player most is his individual 
contract. His bi-monthly salary is what 
he’s primarily interested in, and so is his 
wife. 
If someone mentions another baseball 
strike, the high-priced player starts 
thinking about missing a paycheck. He 
doesn’t want that; the low-priced player 
can’t afford it. Major league players 
draw their first salary check on April 15. 
A player misses a game, he gets docked. 
If the superstar making $160,000 a year 
misses 10 games, he loses $10,000. 
Nobody enjoys doing that, superstars in­ 
cluded. 
These next two weeks could be the 
n\ost critical ones as far as the 1976 
season is concerned, Some of the 
players’ wives already are complaining 
about why Marvin Miller is coming 
around this late to fill in the rank-and- 
file. With the way negotiations have been 
going, maybe he feels he couldn’t get 
away any earlier, but let him try explain­ 
ing that to a bunch of women.

A. Pepitone's autobiography, done with Berry Stainback, is 
probablv the most honest sports book ever written, even delving 
into Joe s impotence. It’s about to come out in paperback. But the 
book didri’t sell well - one reason being that Peppy’s second wife 
had a warrant out for his arrest, so he didn’t dare come into New 
York to hit the talk shows (he sneaked in and out for one).

Tne most recent unassisted triple play is 
credited to first baseman Johnny Neun of Detroit in May 31.1927 — 
almost half a century ago! 


Q. Has any basketball team had all its five starters foul out in 
one game? — Mike Usrey. King City. Calif. 
A. The old Syracuse Nationals of the NBA once had eight men 
foul out in a game against Baltimore back in 1962. And they only 
carried 10 on the roster then. With the restriction on travel squads 
bv the NCAA at the start of this season, some college teams have 
been caught shorthanded, too. because of foul disqualifications.

The 1976 salmon' season 
kicked off last Saturday with an 
estimated 120 boats launched 
from Port San Luis. The boats 
started to arrive at the dock 
early Friday and many were 
launched that afternoon and 
tied up to moorings already 
reserved for the night. 
By noon Saturday many boats 
had already returned with an 
average of three fish per boat, 
The salmon were running from 
10 pounds to as high as 25. 
Santa Barbara’s Sea Landing 
saw similar results, with most 
of the fish in that area con­ 
centrated around Carpinteria 
and smaller schools near Santa 
Barbara Point. The fish were 
mostly in the 12-to- 18-pound 
class with a high of 31 ‘A 
With the stocking of Lopez 
Lake last week, fishing has 
picked up. but the fish there are 
still on the small side. Bass are 
being caught in the Uk-to-3- 
pound range. The trout are hit­ 
ting from the shore but nothing 
big - 10 to 12 inches. The bass 
are hitting deep, running plugs 
and o c c a s i o n a l l y n ig h t 
crawlers. 
Lake Cachuma reports ex­ 
cellent fishing, the best so far 
this year. A 7Y4-pound trout was 
landed in Santa Cruz Bay on 
cheese bait, and a 6-pounder 
was hooked near the east end of 
the lake, trolling. 
Bass fishing is nearly as 
good, with a 5'/4-pounder caught 
in the “M” area on a night 
crawler. Catfishing is slow but 
redear and blue gill are biting 
meal worms or reds. 
Laguna and Atascadero 
Lakes were planted recently 
and trout fishing is picking up 
there. 
Margarita Lake reports bass 
fishing on the quiet side, but 
some crappie and catfish have 
been taken out. 
Muddied waters have slowed 
fishing at Nacimiento. There 
are a few white bass and cat­ 
fish. with the latter being 
caught in the shallow bays.

Labor forces seek 
to squelch Carter 


BAL HARBOUR, Fla. (UPI) - Labor backers of 
Democratic candidates Henry Jackson and Fred Harris 
have launched a concerted drive to stop former Georgia 
Gov Jimmy Carter from winning any more union en­ 
dorsements for the party presidential nomination, ac­ 
cording to AFL-CIO sources 
The so-called “stop Carter” drive surfaced during the 
annual midwinter meeting of the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council, which intends to remain officially neutral until 
the national Democratic convention. 
AFL-CIO President George Meany unknowingly con­ 
tributed to the effort Monday when he softened his e*rlier 
opposition to Jackson and told reporters he understood 
Carter’s record was not “ too great” on labor issues. 
He also attended a reception for Jackson Monday night, 
sponsored by a number of AFL-CIO union presidents who 
have endorsed the Senator from Washington state But he 
emphasized neither Jackson nor any other candidate had 
been invited by the AFL-CIO. 
Meany insisted he had seen none of the stop-Carter 
material that was being circulated among AFL-CIO offi­ 
cials at the meeting The material included copies of a 
letter Carter allegedly wrote in 1971 opposing repeal of 
the federal exemption for right-to-work states, and an ar­ 
ticle critical of Carter reprinted from H arper’s 
magazine. 
Sources said the stop Carter drive among Jackson and 
Harris supporters was prompted by the decision of a 
coalition of liberal-leaning unions to endorse the former 
Georgia governor in the Florida Democratic primary. 
A spokesman for the coalition said Carter was endorsed 
before Jackson entered the race in Florida and the en­ 
dorsement was intended to counter the candidacy of 
Alabama Gov George Wallace. 


Coordinator of Guatemala 
aid resigns over 'chaos' 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Jock Laurence, an American 
spokesman for the drive to send 
aid to earthquake victims in 
Guatemala, resigned Monday 
during a confused news confer­ 
ence with the Guatemalan con­ 
sul general, charging “ the 
situation is absolutely chaotic." 
Laurence, local public rela­ 
tions director of the National 
Emergency Relief Committee 
for Guatemala, said the relief 
effort is crippled by a lack of 
coordination, conflicting re­ 
ports. unreliable information, 
inaction by both Guatemalan 
and U.S. officials and the inef­ 
ficiency of many volunteer 
workers. 
Laurence said that after set­ 
ting up a news conference for 
Consul General Dario Soto 
Montenegro he was forbidden to 
speak to reporters. 
“ Because I have been exclud­ 
ed from participation, I find 
myself on the questioning 
side,” Laurence said, joining 
reporters in quizzing Soto 
Montenegro. 
“There is absolutely no coor­ 
dination in relief operations,” 
Laurence charged. “The situa­ 
tion is absolutely chaotic." 


The news conference was 
marked by interruptions and in­ 
complete questions and state­ 
ments because of the language 
problem, involving the Spanish­ 
speaking Soto M ontenegro, 
English speaking reporters, 
bilingual reporters using both 
languages and an official in­ 
terpreter 
Laurence said he telephoned 
a U.S. AID official in Washing­ 
ton, James Lockhard, and was 
told the State Department no 
longer regards the Guatemalan 
situation as an emergency. 
Soto Montenegro disputed 
that, saying he did not unders­ 
tand such a statement and an 
emergency still exists. He read 
a statement from Guatemalan 
Foreign Minister Hector A. 
Mencos saying m ore food, 
clothing, building material and 
medical supplies are needed. 
The consul said he would 
comment later on charges by 
doctors and other Americans 
who returned from Guatemala 
charging that relief aid is piling 
up in warehouses, kept from 
reaching the people by bureau­ 
cratic red tape. 
“I have asked that the utmost 
candor be exercised by the con­ 


sul g e n e ra l in any p ro ­ 
nouncements and any appeals 
he makes to Southern Califor­ 
nians," Laurence said. “Unless 
the ... American people who 
have donated to Guatemalan 
relief are given the utmost can­ 
dor in these questions, it will 
defeat the purpose of your mis­ 
sion,” he told Soto Montene­ 
gro

Thunderstorms 
spawned heavy rains and 
midwinter tornadoes in the 
Midwest Monday and un­ 
seasonable 
tem p e ra tu res 
raised fears of snow-melt 
flooding today in four states. 
The thunderstorms and fog 
were involved in at least six 
deaths Monday, three of them 
children killed in a bus-truck 
collision in pea-soup visibility 
at Lake Placid. Fla. 
The three other deaths came 
when a single-engine, four-seat 
plane developed engine trou­ 
ble on takeoff in a storm and 
crashed in a wooded area near 
Lebanon. Ind. 
Tornadoes spun out of a line 
of thunderstorms in southern 
Illinois Monday, touching down 
near Taylorville and Pana, 
towns 30 and 45 miles southeast 
of Springfield. Damage to some 
homes and a church was 
reported in Pana. 
Four hours later, about 8 
p.m.. twisting winds which 
state Police Trooper Fred 
Stilley said had a “ roar like a 
train" hit a square-mile area 
near Anna. III., along Illinois ’ 
146 
The winds demolished two 
mobile homes, damaged two 
others, inflicted major damage 
to four homes, popping out big 
windows in two of them, and 
downed power lines and uproot­ 
ed trees. 
Bill Travis, about 25, got out 
of one of the demolished mobile 
homes with only a cut hand. “ I 
don’t see how he got of there 
alive," said Stilley. 
To the south, another trooper, 
Roger Draves of Murphysboro, 
said he saw the wind blow at 
least three cars off a highway. 
“ It was raining so hard, I 
couldn't see the end of the 
(patrol car) hood,” Draves 
said. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice said unseasonably warm 
tem peratures have spread 
north through the Ohio Valley 
and eastern Great Lakes, caus­ 
ing significant snow melt. The 
melt, along with heavy rains, 
was expected to cause rises and 
possibly flooding on rivers and 
streams in New York, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Ohio. In Michigan, 
rivers across the Lower Penin­ 
sula were reported over their 
banks or at near flood levels 
Monday. 
Cleveland. Ohio, was soaked 
with more than 2 inches of rain 
and Springfield. 111., got close to 
2 inches. Detroit and Toledo, 
Ohio, both got more than one in­ 
ch. 
Four inches of snow fell on 
Green Bay, Wis. A cold front 
has left up to one foot of snow in 
northern Utah. Blowing and 
drifting snow has closed all 
roads leading into southern 
Idaho. Winds of 62 miles an 
hour were clocked at Burley, 
Idaho, Monday night. 
Dense fog in the Chicago area 
caused delays of 45 to 55 
minutes in takeoffs and arrivals 
at O'Hare International Air­ 
port. the nation’s busiest.

There’s power 
in numbers 


Millions of years ago, weird- 
looking animals and plants 
populated the earth, on land 
and in the sea. As they died off, 
they left vast accumulations 
of residue. These remains were 
buried under millions of tons 
of earth, or of ocean sediments, 
and slowly evolved into layers 
of coal, and of pools of oil and 
natural gas. 
More and more, we came to 
depend on these fossil fuels for 
energy in our homes, factories 
and power plants. Had the 
Brontosaurus and those other 
creatures existed in greater 
numbers, no doubt there would 
be greater quantities of gas, 
oil and coal today. 
Until 1950 California produced 
all the natural gas it needed. It 
was an inexpensive and clean 
source of energy. But as demand 
grew, we started buying gas 
from Texas. Then from Canada. 
And now our supplies are dimin­ 
ishing. One day natural gas may 
no longer be available for boiler 
fuel. 


Other sources 
of energy 


Gas is one of 5 kinds of natural 
energy PG&E uses to produce 
electricity. Another is geothermal 
steam at The Geysers. It is 
relatively inexpensive, but even 
by optimistic estimates, it 
would supply only about 10% 
of our needs by 1985. 
A third is water power. PG&E 
has one of the nation^ most 
extensive hydroelectric systems, 
but nearly all economic and 
acceptable water power sites 
were developed over the years. 
That% why natural gas and oil— 
our 4th source—had to become 
more prominent in our energy 
mix. 
In the past 5 years the cost of 
gas has more than doubled and 
that of low-sulfur fuel oil has 
quintupled, accounting for most 
of our rate increases. 
Like other utility systems here 
and abroad, PG&E has turned 


to uranium—our 5th source—as 
an alternative to oil and gas. 
Nuclear power plants can pro­ 
duce electricity at about 40% less 
than new oil-fired plants, despite 
higher initial construction costs. 
Coal one day may be our sixth 
source of primary energy. We are 
in the process of acquiring 
reserves in Utah. 
Research in solar electricity 
shows promise, but its use as 
a major source is, at best, many 
years away. Our industry’s 
research in fusion, tidal and 
wind power some day may 
make them practical for 
generating electricity, but they 


simply are not available for 
planning today.

Polly’s Pointers

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY — Do you know of anything that will 
remove white oil base paint from n 190% polyester 
crepe shirt and a 188% acrylic sweater vest, without 
harming the color of the fabric? — MRS. R.H. 
DEAR MRS. R.H. — The ideal way is to take 
polyesters to the dry cleaner for spot removal. If this 
mast be done at home you might try sponging with 
turpentine, and while still damp, rnb in a detergent with 
the bowl of a spoon. Alternate the sponging with turpen­ 
tine and application of detergent as many tlmds as 
necessary. TEST FIRST. Yon could soak it in this and 
then launder as usual. If alcohol does not affect the 
color, it coaid be used to remove the turpentine and 
detergent. Dilate the alcohol with two parts water for 
nay acetates. If alcohol is not safe, then sponge with a 
warm detergent solution and then clear water. — 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Cover a potted plant with a plastic bag 
before you leave on a trip and the plant should stay moist for 
about a month. I enjoy your every day "helps". — HELEN. 
DEAR HELEN — May I add a bit to your Pointer? First 
water plant well and be sure plastic bag is tightly fastened so 
no outside air gets in. Last winter when a neighbor of mine did 
this before going to Florida she washed the leaves, too. — 
POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is that sometimes unsealed 
bottles of medicine sit for weeks on store shelves. I bought a 
bottle of anti-acid pills that come flavored and plain but I can­ 
not use the plain, and when I opened the bottle, with the usyal 
wad of cotton on top, I found the tablets were half flavored and 
half unflavored. The plain ones had to be thrown away but this 
made me realize how easy it is for one to tamper with tablets, 
etc. Every bottle of medicine should be sealed like instant 
coffee is sealed. The prices charged should cover this bit of 
security, and the possibilities of accidental or even deliberate 
poisoning by substitutions is terrifying. Is there some way we 
could get the manufacturers of such things to seal them? — 
KATHERINE R. 
DEAR POLLY — I read your column with great interest and 
C.J.S. sent in a Pet Peeve concerning the naming of 
hurricanes with women’s names and nicknames. While I was 
in the South Pacific serving on board a navy ship, we studied 
the weather and had to chart it very carefully to prevent run­ 
ning into storms. During our instruction we were told that 
hurricanes and typhoons SOUTH of the equator were named 
for men and NORTH of the equator for women. By so doing 
the name of the hurricane disclosed the starting point. Hope 
this will clear up the matter for any who are concerned about 
the naming of hurricanes and typhoons.

WASHINGTON - A recent piece of 
news that failed to make the splashy 
front page headlines and may well have 
escaped the notice of the average new­ 
spaper reader had more to say about the 
future of mankind than anything in a 
very long time. 
Alongside it. the reports of speeches of 
the assorted presiden- 
tial 
c a n d id a te s 
sounded like the 
chirrupings of a com­ 
pany of grasshoppers 
just before the onset of 
winter. 
Three engineer- 
adm inistrators in 
California who have 
spent their entire 
c a r e e r s building 
nuclear reactors for 
G eneral E le c tric 
resigned in opposition 
to the further spread of nuclear power. 
In their resignation statements they said 
there was no way to continue building 
and operating nuclear plants without 
having an accident. 
Distinguished nuclear physicists like 
Theodore Taylor, who pioneered in much 
of the work at Los Alamos, have 
repeatedly warned of the peril of thè 
wide diffusion of fissile material. An ex­ 
plosion releasing massive radiation into 
the atmosphere could cause thousands of 
deaths. 
Taylor and others have also warned of 
the danger of theft by terrorists of 
material that could be forged into a 
homemade bomb that could be used for 
blackmail purposes with whole com­ 
munities held as pawn. 
The three GE specialists, Dale G. 
Bridenbaugh, Gregory C. Minor and 
Ricahrd B. Hubbard, have been called to 
testify before the congressional Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy. Another 
witness will be Robert Pollard who 
resigned from the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission for the same reasons. The 
three Californians will work for the in­ 
itiative proposal on the California June 
primary ballot that could eventually lead 
to the prohibition of nuclear reactors in 
that state. 
“My reason for leaving is a deep con­ 
viction that nuclear reactors and nuclear 
weapons now present serious danger to 
the future of all life on this planet," 
Minor, manager for advanced controls 
and administration, said in his letter of 
resigna tion. 
In light of the fantastic development of 
nuclear power plants this looks a bit like 
locking the barn door after the horse has 
been stolen. Currently 56 nuclear power 
plants are operating and 69 are under 
construction. The size of the investment 
can be gauged by the average cost of 
such a plant which is between |600 
million and $1 billion. 
By 1985. it is estimated that there will 
be from 150 to 189 plants in operation, 
producing about 18 per cent of the total 
electrical energy consumed in this 
country. 
Thus far only one nuclear power plant 
has suffered major damage. By a 
careless accident, a fire was set off a 
year ago in the Brown’s Ferry plant of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority at 
Decatur, Ala., the largest nuclear reac­ 
tor complex in the world. Rehabilitation 
is being completed and, according to 
TVA, Brown’s Ferry will be in operation 
by next month. When TVA’s nuclear 
program is completed in 1982 the 
authority will have seven plants powered 
by nuclear reactors. 
The fact that no radioactive material 
was released in the Brown’s Ferry fire is 
taken by specialists at the Nuclear 
Regulatory Agency as proof that present 
safeguards are adequate. 
But the Brown’s Ferry fire was cited 
by the FE executives who resigned as 
(me reason for their action. They listed, 


too, both the nuclear explosion set off by 
India with plutonium that had been sup­ 
plied by Canada for peaceful purposes 
and the American decision to sell reac­ 
tors to Egypt and Israel. 
“The Brown’s Ferry incident showed 
human fallacy," Hubbard said. "I have 
been involved in making a lot of field 
fixes in reactors and I have developed a 
strong feeling that we don’t really know 
what is going on inside a reactor.’’ 
The rationalization for foreign sales by 
top executives and by officials of the 
Regulatory Agency is that if the United 
States were to turn down such sales 
other countries, notably France, would 


step in. Nuclear power is spreading 
around the world with remarkable 
rapidity. Recently West Germany sold 
Brazil a complete nuclear fuel cycle. 
According to a recent government 
report, GE is the world’s largest 
manufacturer of nuclear equipment, 
having supplied 27 of the 99 reactors 
reportedly operating around the world as 
of late 1974. 
The dispute over the use of nuclear 
power is a contest in which the en­ 
vironmentalists have steadily lost out. 
But with three new recruits with in­ 
timate knowledge, their case will be 
markedly strengthened.

WASHINGTON — The victorious 
communist-backed forces in Angola have 
sent a surprising secret message to 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, 
requesting talks with the United States. 
In the appeal to Kissinger, the pro- 
Soviet MPLA leaders made the 
astonishing promise that they would ask 
Cuban and Soviet 
troops to leave Angola 
once the civil war is 
over. 
The urgent message 
to K issinger was 
delivered to the State 
Department by Mark 
Moran, foreign policy 
adviser to Sen. John 
Tunney, 
D-Calif. 
Moran spent eight 
days in the Angolan 
capital of Luanda talk­ 
ing with top MPLA 
leaders. 
Both Tunney and Moran are cautious 
about the unusual communication. 
Although the message is quite specific, 
they recognize it could be an exercise in 
propoganda rather than genuine 
diplomacy. 
The State Department is also skep­ 
tical. A rapprochement with the MPLA, 
of course, would be an admission that the 
past U.S. policy toward Angola was 
wrong. Kissinger and Company, 
therefore, may be merely trying to 
hedge their past mistakes. 
Tunney feels the MPLA’s offer of a 
detente at least is worth exploring, even 
if it should lead nowhere. 
The four-page message to Kissinger 
was delivered in the form of an aide 
memoire written by Moran, setting forth 
his questions and the MPLA’s answers. 
These are not the answers of a 
spokesman who can later be repudiated. 
They were given to Moran directly by 
MPLA’s P rim e M inister Lopo 
Nascimento, Defense Minister Iko 
Careers and general secretary Lucio 
Lara. 
From a copy of the confidential Moran 
memo, here are the key excerpts: 
“Question (by Moran): What is the 
position of the MPLA on the presence of 
Soviet and Cuban troops and military ad­ 
visers in Angola? 
“ Answer: You may assure your 
government that we will never permit 
the establishment of any foreign bases 
on Angolan soil, air or naval, including 
those of the Soviet Union. This is super­ 
power business, and we want none of it." 
The idea of U.S.-MPLA talks “on a 
public or private basis ... on issues of 
mutual concern" drew an enthusiastic 
response from the Africans. "We are not 
only ready, we would welcome the op­ 
portunity," the three MPLA leaders told 
Moran. 
Asked the Tunney aide: “Would for­ 
mal recognition by Washington or a ces­ 
sation of American assistance to other 
parties in the Angolan conflict be a 
necessary precondition?" 
No, said the Angolans, “the MPLA 
recognizes the political difficulty of the 
United States (formally) recognizing our 


movement.” In other words, informal 
ties such as those existing between Com­ 
munist China and the United States 
would suffice. 
Moran told the MPLA leaders bluntly 
that Americans feared once the com­ 
munist forces had digested Angola, they 
would threaten “ the stability of 
neighboring countries such as Zaire, 
Zambia" and South Africa. 
The MPLA leaders hedged their 
remarks about white-dominated South 
Africa, but they promised not to move 
against Zambia and Zaire. “We will have 
our hands full in Angola," suggested one 
MPLA leader. 


The Tunney aide found the Angolans 
seemingly willing to seek an agreement 
on the Gulf-run oil fields of Cabinda, 
which are now in MPLA hands. They also 
indicated some form of coalition govern­ 
ment was likely in Angola. 
Their main complaint to Moran, 
curiously, was not that the U.S. had 
provided millions in arms aid to defeat 
them but that the U.S. had impounded 
two Boeing airliners paid for by Angola. 


Just as Moran was leaving Angola, 
significantly, a high foreign ministry of­ 
ficial approached him and asked again 
“if it would be possible for a represen­ 
tative of the MPLA government to visit 
the United States publicly or privately 
for talks with both Administration and 
Congressional representatives.” 


ROVin' Around with R.O.V. 


Right up to the declaration of in­ 
dependence from Portugal, MPLA 
leaders maintained an informal 
relationship with the U.S. consulate in 
Luanda They had a high regard for con­ 
sul Thomas Killoran who probably would 
be trusted by them to re-establish con­ 
tact now. 
The U.S. has been dealing behind the 
scenes, meanwhile, with the hated South 
Africans, who backed the rival UNITA 
faction. Last October, Zaire’s President 
Mobuto Sese Seko met at his home with 
UNITA’s Jonas Savimbi. A mysterious 
American official, probably a CIA man, 
was present. He promised Savimbi 
military aid, but no troops, through 
Zaire. 
In December, the same mysterious 
American showed up with Savimbi in 
Zambia for a meeting with President 
Kenneth Kaunda. They told Kaunda that 
UNITA needed more assistance from 
South Africa. Savimbi kept referring to 
the mystery man as his American friend. 
With U.S. approval, Savimbi then flew 
to Pretoria for a meeting with South 
African officials and came back with 
more military aid. 
It should be said that the MPLA 
leaders are as suspicious of U.S. dealings 
with South Africa as the U.S. is 
suspicious of the MPLA’s Soviet connec­ 
tions. Of course, there can be no doubt 
that the MPLA leaders look upon the 
Soviets as their saviors.
